Mr.  Fitzpatrick  has  been 
business  and  civic  leader  in  Utah 
for  40  years.  He  was  a secretary 
for  various  roilroads  in  eastern 
states,  and  became  secretary  and 
general  manager  of  Kearns  Cor- 
poration in  1918,  publisher  of 
the  Salt  Lake  Tribune  in  1924, 
and  the  Salt  Lake  Telegram  in 
1930.  He  has  been  president  of 
the  Kearns-Tribune  Corporation 
sinve  1952.  He  is  also  a director 
of  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  West- 
ern Railroad,  Bureau  of  Adver- 
tising of  the  American  Newspa- 
per Publishers  'Association,  the 
Hotel  Utah,  and  president  of  Sil 
ver  King  Western  Mining  and 
Milling  Company. 

Nathan  Eldon  Tanner,  Cana- 
dian industrialist  and  president 
of  ‘Calgary  LDS  Stake,  doctor 
of  laws.
